Santa Fe Will Try Out 
Radio Propelled 
Train 


BOISE CITY, Okla., March 12.— 
An attempt is to be made to drive 
a railway motor car 424% miles from 
Boise City to Clayton, N.M., with 
power derived from a short wave 
broadcast. 

The experiment, sponsored by the 
Santa Fe Railway, is expected to 
be made within 10 days. The plans 
are being developed by J. F. Jarrell 
of Topeka, Kas., head of the road's 
agricultural development depart- 
ment, and M. E. Gregory of Brent- 
wood, Calif., credited by the rail- 
road with perfecting the apparatus. 

The car to be used is of the 
familiar, distillate-propelled type 
used by many railroads for short 
passenger runs. In the experiment, 
Jarrell said, the car will attempt to 
pick up sufficient propulsion en- 
ergy from short waves broadcast 
by a transmitting station in Boise 
City. The 60-foot towers have been 
constructed on railroad property 
here.

In connection with this deficit I 
wish also to read from the Prov- 
incial Treasurer's budget speech de- 
livered on February 20, 1931. He 
says: “However it may be taken for 
granted that when the final figures | 
are available this province will 
show a deficit.” Mark you this 
speech was made only thirty-nine 
days before the end of the fiscal 
year and all we were told was that 
there would be a deficit. We have 
an audit system and a pre-audit sys- 
tem which costs the people of Al- 
berta $65,000 per year and yet the 
best information we could obtain 
as to the outcome of the year's bus- 
iness was the bare statement that 
there would be a deficit. Surely 
when we were within thirty-nine 
days of the end of a year that show- 
ed a deficit of two and one-half | 
millions the provincial treasurer 
knew approximately what it would 
be. Why the secrecy? Were we 
not entitled to the fullest and most 
complete information when we 
were about to discuss the estimates 
for the ensuing year? I say again 
this is not good enough.

Whereas, the present estimates 
for the first time in the history of 
this government do not show the 
actual amounts spent during the 
previous fiscal year and it is there- 
fore impossible for any member to 
compare the future estimated ex- 
penditure with the immediate ac- 
tual past expenditure and there- 
fore impossible to determine 
whether the estimate of any item 
is or is not justified; 

Therefore be it resolved, that this 
assembly advises that it has lost 
confidence in this government's 
ability to budget and to administer 
the supplies to be granted to His 
Majesty for the conduct of the 
affairs of this province. 

“It is because of the condition of 
the taxpayers in this province; be- 
cause of the tremendous burden 
that our people have been forced 
to carry; because of the wide-spread 
dissatisfaction with the present ad- 
ministration; because of the pres- 
ent financial position of the prov- 
ince; because of the government's 
failure to give leadership, and be- 
cause of the personal experiences 
of the members of this assembly 
during the past few years in being

TOO MUCH SECRECY 

Too much secrecy in the matter 
of public contracts was also charg-

“A year ago we commenced a 
highways investigation,” he said. 
“On April 4, 1933, we asked for 
ccriain information in connection 
with gravelling contracts and that 
return was not filed with the 
clerk of the legislature until De- 
cember, 1933. The Minister of 
Public Works knew perfectly 
well that if this information was | 
with-held until the ground was 
covered with snow no_ evidence 
could be brought forward at this 
session. Was this the cause of the 
delay? 

“Again on March 21, 1933, we 
asked for a reiurn Gealing with 
highways constructed in 1929 and 
1930 and we were not given the 
returns until February 16, 1934, 
just 11 months after the request 
was made, In another case the re-

I am asking 
you in the light of this record can 
you have any confidence in the gov- 
ernment’s ability to bring in a 
budget even _ reasonably good 
enough for a people who already 
are taxed beyond their present abil- 
ity to pay, and who, as so truly 
said by the Honorable member for 
Edmonton, Mr. Gibbs, ‘are now be- 
ing bled to death.’ 

“Let no one say that these deficits 
are due to the unemployment re- 
lief problem. This is not the case. 
The money used for unemployment 
relief is borrowed money and 
charged to the Capital debt. It was 
not taken out of th@annual reven- 
ues of this province. 


SPECIAL WARRANTS 


Takiny up the matter of financ- 
ing by special warrants, Mr. How- 


turns were held back 10 months, 
Why all this secrecy? Why wait 
till the snow is on the ground 
and no invesiigation can possibly 
be made? What is there to hide? 
Why all the secrecy and delay 
when people o? Alberta who foot 
the bills are entitled to know the 
facts,” 

Mr. Howson also charged the gov- 
ernment with continuing to pay 
highly placed officials high salaries 
while keeping the wage cuts in 
force on the lower paid civil ser- 
vants, and said that there could be 
a considerable pruning of salaries 
among the highly paid employees 
and officials. 

NEW DEAL NEEDED : 

“Alberta is entitled to a new deal 
and a different deal,” he urged. 
"The cost of government must be 
reduced, and here is one way to 
reduce it. Definite leadership must 
also be given in the reduction of 
the crushing burden of interest on 
both public and private debts by 
facing the issue squarely and not 
by “passing the buck”. The inter- 
ests of both debtors and creditors 
must be Wecognized in an active 
campaign to give hope to the former 
and confidence to the latter, and the 
leadership should come from the 
government.” 

A definite policy for the develop- 
ment of natural resources in the in- 
terest of the people was also de- 
manded by the Liberal leader who 
said that by such means employ- 
ment will be afforded, local indus- 
tries stimulated and more money 
made available for carrying on 
trade within the province. 


AMENDMENT MOVED 


“Confidence will only be restor- 
ed by action and not by a policy of

HAVE NO ASSURANCE 

“Now what assurance have we

“On the contrary we feel that the 
same careless and incomplete type 
of budget has been brought before 
us. We have the record of the gov- 
ernment in the past.

But even 
more than that we have actually the 
worst prepared estimates submitted 
to us this year that we have ever 
had.

James D. Fraser, Winnipeg, 
Appears Before Agricul.

Board of Grain Commissioners 
tests for wheat grading are carried 
out independently of tests conduct- 
ed by elevators, according to James 
D. Fraser of Winnipeg, chief inspec- 
tor of the board, in appearing before 
the agricultural committee of the 
legislature on Monday. The com- 
mittee, holding its first meeting of 
the session to adduce information, 
was under the chairmanship of A. 
B. Claypool, U.F.A., Didsbury. 

The purpose of ile mecting and 
the evidence, was to obtain infor- 
|mation on grain grading and the 
methods by which grading is arrive 
ed at 

Continuing, Mr. Fraser stated that 
when wheat is over 141% per cent, 
wet, it is graded tough. This has 
been the practice since 1930. 

Tests showing more than 17 
cent wet cause a_ grading 
“damp.” 

Grain of 14.5 to 17 per cent keep 
very well in the elevators, said Mr. 
Fraser, Some grain is dried every 
year at the elevators. Tests are not 
; usually made if there is good rea- 
son to believe the grain is dry.

SEVEN ARE PLENTY 

The Government of Saskatchewan is going 
fo try to struggle along with three fewer min- , 
isters. There are ten of them now, but. two 
have no portfolios and draw no salaries. The | 
number is to be reduced to seven, which means | 
that one salaried minister is to be dispensed 
with, and his responsibilities distributed among 
the survivors. 

That should mark the end of the scheme to 
add a couple more ministers to the cabinet of 
Alberta. Saskatchewan has a much larger 
population than this province, and its govern- | 
ment has a harder problem to deal with, be- | 
cause of repeated crop failures and less diversi- 
fied industries. If seven full time ministers can 
direct the affairs of the third largest province, | 
the same number can handle the public business 
of Alberta, | 


CHEAP MONEY IS AVAILABLE | 
It is announced at Ottawa that the Govern- 
ment has borrowed $15,000,000, at the lowest | 
rates of interest on record for short time loans. 
One quarter of the sum was borrowed for three 
months at 2.85 per cent; the balance for eight 
months at 3.12 per cent. 

This disposes of the notion the Dominion has 
to pay high rates of interest. It doesn’t. The 
whole callable debt of the Dominion could be 
refinanced on terms which would save scores of 
millions of dollars per year to the taxpayers. 
With this proof fresh in hand, there can be no 
further pretence that re-financing is impossible 
at any worth while saving. It is obvious that | 
it can be done, without departing a hair's | 
breadth from the sound money creed that the 
Government can only get money by borrow- 
ing it. | 

Treasury bills were issued to cover this $15,- | 
000,000 loan. Since no public appeal was made, | 
the bills were taken up by the banks. The 
banks gave the Government their own bills in 
exchange. The banks can take the treasury 
bills to the finance department and get Domin- 
ion bills for them. These Dominion bills are 
‘cash,” perfectly sound as bank reserve funds, 
and against them the banks can loan credit to 
the public to the amount of $150,000,000, at 
seven per cent. ‘ j 

Unless the bankers are dumb, and they are 
not dumb, they could lend money to the Gov- 
ernment for nothing and make money by doing 
it. The more they lent the Government for 
nothing the more they could lend the public 
for seven per cent. The Dominion Government | 
does not have to pay high interest rates,,or any | 
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interest at all if it didn’t want to. 


CONGRATULATIONS TO | 
MR. LOVE 


The legislature of Alberta will not instruct 
the Provincial Government to ask the bond- 
holders of the province to accept a lower rate 
of interest. It said so on Thursday, by quietly 
trangling Mr. Howson’s motion asking that this 
be done. The motion was not voted down 
openly. That would be bad strategy with a 
general election in prospect. Instead, the Gov- 
ernment supporters lined up behind Mr. Dug- | 
gan’s amendment, asking the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to do several things there is no reason 
whatever to suppose it has any intention of 
doing.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Like a voice from the grave comes a volume 
of “Last Poems” found among the literary de- 
bris of the late D. H. Lawrence. Most of them 
were written during the last stage of his pain- 
ful life, when he knew that he was marked by 
consumption. A group of 
them he captioned “The Ship 
of Death.” 

Some of the poems in a 
thinnish paperbacked scrib- 
bler may have been intend- 
ed for publication. They are 
captioned “Pansies” and may 
have been written to supple- 
ment a previous group of 
that name. Many of these 
brief and pungent examples 
of free verse may have been 
merely an outlet for his private feelings —a 
sort of poetic diary of his protesting emotions. 

Lawrence was not a man to be envied. His 
life was beset by bitterness. An unkind prank 
of nature delivered him with his fine mind and 
over-sensitive soul into the family of a humble 
coal-miner. His novel, “Sons and Lovers,” is 
regarded as largely autobiographic. Fighting 
against poverty, ill-health and misunderstand- 
ing, it was his misfortune to come under the 
suspicion and odium of ignorant Cornwall 
neighbors when the war broke out. Lawrence, 
months before the war, had married Frieda, 
sister of the German flyer, Baron von Richtho- 
fen. At a time and in a place when one 
couldn't carry a candle to bed of nights with- 
out risking suspicion of signalling the enemy, 
Lawrence's cup of bitterness was added to by 
the unconcealed suspicion with which the nov- 
clist and his German wife were regarded.

ANSWER—It has been my experience that 
high blood pressure can be lowered through the 
use of the correct fasting and dieting instruc- 
tions. When the patient continues to use an in- 
correct diet, the high blood pressure will or- 
dinarily tend to increase rather than to grow 
any better.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1858, recruiting 
began at Toronto, Montreal and 
Quebec for the 100th Regiment, 
“The Royal Canadians”. Sir Ed- 
mund Head, the governor-general, 
having assured the War Office 
that there was a chance of raising 
a regiment in Canada, was _ in- 
strucied to go ahead and_ select 
from Canadians the whole of the 
men, four ensigns, eight lieuten- 
ants, six captains and one major, 
the remaining officers to be ap- 
pointed when the regiment reach- 
ed England. The coloneley was 
given to the Baron de Rottenburg, 
adjutant general of militia. Each 


commission carried with it the 
responsibility of raising a _  cer- 
tain number of men, the major 


200, each captain 80 and each 
captain 40, 

An example of the enthusiasm 
of the time was the case of 
Charles Arkell Boulton, after- 
wards one of Riel’s prisoners at 
Fort Garry in 1870, and in later 
life a senator of Canada. Just out 
of Upper Canada College, he was 
fired with youthful martial ardor 
and he wanted to enter the army. 
There was then no military col- 
lege, so the occasion came as a 
heaven-sent opportunity to real- 
ize his ambition. He walked from 
Cobourg to Toronto and_ inter- 
viewed Sir Edmund, only to find 
that ell the commissions had been 
allotted, but was promised that 
if any of the others failed in their 
recruiting quota he would be ac- 
cepted. So off he went home, 
borrowed a horse and wagon from 
his father, placed a piper in it, 
and started recruiting, Whether it 
was due to the bagpipes or not, 
he had within a few days twenty 
young men enrolled and he 
marched them to Toronto, re- 
turning home to get the other 20, 
which he did, and got his com- 
mission. 

The regiment was thoroughly 
Canadian, equally divided be- 
tween Lower and Upper Canada, 
and the Frenchmen proved as 
good soldiers as did their descend-

ONE MAN GOVERNMENTS 


Politicians, old style, are on 
their way out, although in some 
countries the befuddled and be- 
mused exponents of decrepit de- 
magoguery have not yet awak- 
ened to this fact. Many of the 
leading governments of the world 
has entered on experimental 
political, economic and _ social 
adventures from which there is 
no turning back. 

“In one country—the United 
States—one man’s smile may be 
all that stands between a social- 
ized order and armed revolution.” 

Both Roosevelts have made 
their smiles acts of historical 
significance. Fifth-Cousin Theo- 
dore showed more teeth when he 
smiled, but don't let anyone run 
away with the impression that 
there arent “teeth” behind 
Franklin Delano’s’ ingratiating 
grin. 

National governments without 
“teeth” are apt to be ineffective 
and unpopular during the next 
few strenuous years. The degree 
of constitutionality may vary 
from country to country, It may 
be only the difference in the ex- 
tent to which the mailed fist is 
gloved. 

Politicians will be forced to be- 
come statesmen, new style, or be 
relegated to the ash-heap. Scores 
have taken this route out, Others 
inevitably will follow. Hours of 
debate, in parliaments, senates 
and congresses, on personalities 
and other piffle, will soon be an- 
archronistic. The public demands 
attention to policies rather than 
to personalities. 

Mackenzie King’s four-hour 
diatribe after the reading of the 
Speech from the Throne is not 
likely to be repeated—it is ferv- 
ently hoped—in future Ottawa 
sessions, Nor will R. B. Bennett's 
equally misplaced four - hour, 
windy counter-attack. 

The United States Congress 
and Senate have been tamed by 
their smiling ring-master. Even

the famous 22nd Battalion of the 
Cc. E. Ff. Lieut Alex, R. Dunn, of 
Toronto, who had won the Vic- 
toria Cross at Balaclava, the first 
Canadian born to do so, was ap- 
pointed major. The regiment was 
organized at Quebec and, for want 
of better clothing, was uniformed 
in relics of bygone days stowed 
away in the citadel. It only lack- 
ed pigtails to make it appear as 
if one of the Duke's battalions of 


the Peninsular war had come to 
life. 
The Royal Canadians sailed 


from Quebec in June and July, 
1858, in three detachments, and 
on arrival in England went to 
Shorncliffe, where their old uni- 
forms, which made them the butt 
of all observers in the old coun- 
try, were exchanged for scarlet 
and blue facings. Then the col- 
onials were turned over to the 
mercy of English sergeant-majors 
for six months; and how they suf- 
fered! 

The Prince of Wales (after- 
wards Edward VII), then only 17, 
went to Shorncliffe and presented 
the regiment with colors, for by 
then they were “The Prince of 
Wales Royal Canadian Regiment.” 
After service at Gibraltar, where 
Colonel Dunn took the command, 
and at Malta, the Royal Cana- 
dians returned to Canada at the 
time of the Trent affair, the right 
wing being quartered at Montreal 
and the left at Oitawa. When the 
ten years’ service expired in 1868, 
a large proportion of the men de- 
cided to stay in Canada and s0 
when the regiment returned to 
England its ranks had to be filled 
by recruits there before it pro- 
ceeded to India for a long stay. 
The Royal Canadians were event- 
ually merged with the Leinster 
Regiment and disappeared from 
the Army List, but their record is 
one of which Canada can be 
proud. They were good soldiers 
and many of those who stayed in 
Canada filled the ranks of the ex- || 
pedition to the Red River under 
Wolseley in 1870

West's Ace of hearts won, He also 
had an opportunity to defeat the 
contract, by leading his last club, 
and forcing dummy to ruff with a 
high honor, but he did not see what 
might happen., West led back a 
heart. Declarer’s J won, and a low 
diamond was led. Dummy won with 
the 10. 

The next two tricks were taken 
with dummy’s high spades, The de- 
clarer had to risk ruffing South's 
good heart, to regain his own hand, 
When that passed off safely North 
led his Ace of spades, picking up 
both opposing trumps. North cere 
tainly had been fortunate, Both op. 
ponents had neglected opportunities 
to defeat the contract, and then 
both East and .West had to follow 
suit on the third round of hearts. 

Having dropped all opposing 
trumps the rest was simple for 
North, He led a diamond through 
East, picking up the K, and leaving 
all cards held by the declaring side 
good, as North could discard his 
third club upon dummy’s establishe 
ed diamonds,

Inwardly we might be surprised.

Reduction in Field Crop 
Value Largely Due to 
Lessened Wheat Grow- 
ing—Statistics Made Up 


From June Survey. 


Total value of Alberta's 
ricultural production is estimated at 
$113,275,958, according to a prelim- 
inary estimate compiled jointly by 
the provincial agricultural depart- 
ment and the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, Ottawa. This is a decrease 
from the final estimated value of 
the 1932 crop which is estimated at 
$131 452,626. 

The value of field crops in 1933 
4s estimated at $52,199,000 as com- 
pared to $71,595,180 in 1932, the re- 
duction being largely accounted for 
by the heavy reduction in produc- 
tion of wheat. The field crops pro- 
duction for 1933 is estimated at 94,- 
500,000 bushels, as compared @with 


revised estimates of 170,000,000 
bushels for 1932, an increase from 
the first estimate of 164,000,000 
bushels. 


DAIRY PRODUCE GROWS 

There was a substantial increase 
in the value of dairy products in 
1933 over the previous year, due not 


only to a slightly higher price level, | 


but also to a new high record of 
creamery butter production. The 
value of dairy products in 1933 is 
estimated at $12,725,000 as compared 
to $11,850,000 in 1932. 

Value of animals slaughtered and 
sold in 1933 is placed at $20,767,325 
as against $17,585,582 in 1932. 


BASED ON CURRENT PRICES 

In forming the estimates, officials 
of the provincial agricultural de- 
partment point out, the statements 
are in regard to net farm value of 
all products of the farm, whether 
marketed as cash crops or not and 
are based on current or average 
prices for the commodities during 
the period of the marketing season. 
The estimates also were based also} 
on returns received by the depart- 
ment. 
the various crops are made up on 
the basis of the annual June sur- 
vey conducted jointly by the prov- 
incial and Dominion bureaus of 
statistics,

UNIVERSITY IS 
APPEALING IN 
POWLETT CASE 


Mr. Justice so \Clafies Presid- 
ing—May Continue for 


One Week 


With Mr. Justice Clark presiding 
and the other members of the court 
present being Mr. Justice Lunney, 
Mr. Justice Mitchell, Mr, Justice 
McGillivray and Mr. Justice Ewing, 
the Powlett appeal opened before 
the Aprellate division of the Su- 
| preme Court of Alberta, Monday. 
Chief Justice Horace Harvey, who 
| ordinarily presides, was debarred 
from hearing the appeal by the fact 
that he is chairman of the Board of 
Governors of the University of 
Alberta, which institution is appeal- 
ing against the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Ives awarding $56,860 to 
C._H A. Powlett, Calgary barrister, 
and his son, Armand, on the grounds 
that the latter had been driven 
temporarily insane by University 
of Alberta freshmen initiation cere- 
monies in the fall of 1932, The 
case was heard in supreme court 
here last October, and continued 
for three weeks in all. The hear- 
ing of the appeal is expected to last 
nearly one week.

Mr. Woods then went on to say 
that here was no negligence on the 
part of the University authorities, 
as alleged. 

Mr. Justice Lunney asked some- 
what later if a judgment against 
the senate of the university would 
have any effect—if they own any 
property? Mr. Woods said no.
